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Rhodesia stages another raid 
inside Mozambique 

SALISBURY, June 10 (R). — Rhodesian troops have 
staged n»yvh*r raid against a guerrilla camp inside 
Mozambiq ue close to the border, an official communique 
said today. The raid followed information gained during 
a series of raids last week against four guerrilla camps 
in which 32 insurgents were killed and several tons of 
equipment captured. The communique said a small 
group of guerrillas fled when Rhodesian troops approa- 
ched the camp, leaving their weapons and equipment 
behind. It did not mention whether there were casual- 
ties to either side.

Efforts continue to end fighting 
between rival Palestinian groups 


BEIRUT, June 10 (R)- — Arti- 
llery shells reportedly fixed by 
Israeli gunners across the sou- 
thern border today damaged 
plantations as efforts contin- 
ued to end fighting between ri- 
val Palestinian groups near the 
sea port of Tyrk 

Local residents said five Is- 
raeli shells fell at the southern 
entrance of the bustling mar- 
ket town of Nabatiyeh, dama- 
ging plantations but causing no 
casualties. 

They discounted a claim by 


a spokesman for the rejection- 
ist Popular Front for the Li- 
beration of Palestine (PFLP) 
that Nabatiyeh, near the Isra- 
eli border, had come under in- 
tensive artillery and Israeli 
batteries. 

According to the same sou- 
rces, however. Lebanese righ- 
tists and their leftist-Pal estin- 
ian adversaries exchanged fire 
in the Marjey o un- Qlei’a region 
close to the Israeli border this 
afternoon, which was not unu- 
sual. 


Brezhnev, Fahmi express 
will to reestablish 
friendship, cooperation 


MOSCOW, June 10 (AFP). — 
Soviet Party leader Leonid Br- 
ezhnev and Egyptian Foreign 
Minister Ismail Fahmi. today 
expressed determination to re- 
establish friendship and coo- 
peration, -TASS news agency 
said. 

The two held talks, attended 
by Soviet Foreign Minister An- 
drei Gromyko, during which 
“useful views” were exchanged 
on Soviet-Egyptian relations, 
the Middle East situation and 
on certain international prob- 
lems of common interest”, 
TASS reported. 

It added that “concre t e mea- 
sures” were examined to es- 
tablish a -tong-term -fundamen- 
tal basis for regularising bil- 
ateral links. - 

Both leaders stated 'identical 
or close positions” of their co- 
untries towards solving toe 
Middle East problem and the 
need for an autumn Geneva 
conference.

West Bank mayor 
barred from 
attending

TEL AVIV, June 10 (R). — Is- 
raeli Radio said today -the mi- 
litary authorities on the occup- 
ied West Bank had refused per- 
mission for . the Mayor of the 
West Bank town of B amanah 
to attend a conference in Rome. 

It said that Mr. Karim Kha- 
laf bad been invited to attend 
a meeting of leftwing mayors 
in the Italian capital. 

The radio said it was the third 
time Mr. Khalaf bad been refu- 
sed permission to go abroad si- 
nce vanning the municipal ele- 
ctions last year. No reason for 
the ban had been given. 

The authorities rejected his 
previous applications to go on 
a fund-raising visit to Algeria, 
and to attend an Arab confere- 
nce in Rabat

Yesterday Mr. Fahmi and 
Mr. Gromyko held four-hour 
talks, over half of which were 
devoted to bilateral problems 
in a “frank atmosphere”, infor- 
med sources said. 

These problems .include, the 
Kremlin’s refusal to grant a 
moratorium on Egypt’s big debt 
to the Soviet Union, and to 
supply Egypt with weapons 
and spares, informed sources 
said. 

Mr. Fahmi arrived here on 
Wednesday on a visit origina- 
lly scheduled to last 48 hours. 
He is now due to leave to- 
morrow. 

Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat in March last year abro- 
gated the 1971 Soviet-Egyptian 
friendship treaty, leaving ma- 
ny bilateral problems unsol- 
ved. Mr. Gromyko and Mr. Fa- 
hmi met last November in Bul- 
garia, apparently without mak- 
ing any progress on the poor 
relations between their countr- 
ies. 


On toe other band, rival 
commandos maintained their 
state of alert as their leaders 
continued talks aimed at ave- 
rting a showdown in Tyre, so- 
me 20 kms. from the Israeli 
border.

The talks have been interr- 
upted on several occasions by 
reports of minor sporadic cla- 
shes between the two sides on- 
ly to be resumed shortly af- 
terwards, toe sources added. 

The inter-commando flare- 
up in the south reached a peak 
with the arrival here of Syrian 
Deputy Premier and Foreign 
Minister Abdul Halim Khadd- 
am Wednesday to try and res- 
olve Lebanese-Palestmian diff- 
erences over implementation 
of the 1969 Cairo agreement 

The controversial issue has 
centred on the number of ar- 
med men allowed in refugee 
camps and providing protec- 
tion against any Israeli attacks. 

The protection of the camps 
will be entrusted to the Arab 
peace-keeping force.

The conference urged Arab 
states to implement the ban 
and close Masonic branches 
in their countries.

Africa pointed out that there 
still existed hrpertant differe- 
nces in tactical approaches to 
ending racial discrimination.

Representatives of 
two countries, Malawi and Fi- 
dji, said they were “totally 
opposed” to the use of armed 
force in Southern Africa, as 
this was too dangerous an a 
could result in the destruction 
of the economies of the coun- 
tries involved. 

Commonwealth leaders agr- 
eed that South Africa itself 
was the “key problem” and 
said that toe attitude of tbe 
Pretoria government had made 
it the “communist world's be- 
st friend” by denying the “ju- 
stified aspirations" of the ma- 
jority of its population. 

African delegates warmly 
welcomed statements made by 
New Zealand Prime Minister 
Robert Muldoon in favour of 
maintaining economic and po- 
litical pressure on minority re- 
gimes in Southern Africa. 


The note from the Austrian 
U.N. mission, was in reply to 
a circular earlier this year 
from Secretary General Kurt 
Waldheim enclosing an invita- 
tion from the chairman of the 
U-N.’s Committee on the Righ- 
ts of toe Palestinians to take 
part in the work of that 23- 
nation body. 

Tbe invitation was sent to 
all UN. members, permanent 
U.N. observers and inter-gover- 
nmental organisations not alr- 
eady involved in the work of 
the committee. 

Urging a speedy resumption 
of the Geneva Middle East pe- 
ace conference, which has not 
met since December 1973, the 
Austrian note declared: “Aus- 
tria has on many occasions 
professed its conviction -that 
the right of self-determination 
is to be counted among the 
basic human rights. This right 
can therefore not be denied to 
the Palestinian people. 

“Furthermore, every people 
has the right to select its own 
representatives for the purpose 
of international negotiations. 
This right, therefore, must al- 
so be recognised to the Palesti- 
nian people and the necessary 
choice cannot be imposed up- 
on them from outside." 

The note said the Palestin- 
ian Rights Committee’s report 
to last year’s session of the 
General Assembly was a val- 
uable contribution to the “ne- 
cessary search for ingenuity 
and flexibility” which were ne- 
eded to ensure that toe Pales- 
tinian people attained their le- 
gitimate rights and aspirations. 
It thus supplemented other ef- 
forts to achieve a peaceful so- 
lution to the Arab-Israeli dis- 
pute. 

“However, toe right of one 
party to a conflict can be re- 
cognised only to the extent 
that the rights of the other 
parties are not infringed upon. 
Thus it seems to be of utmost 
importance that in recognising 
the rights of the Palestinian 
people and in assuring a na- 
tional expression for these ri- 
ghts. toe rights of all otber 
peoples of the region, including 
the Israeli people, be equally 
acknowledged,” tbe note add- 
ed.

GENEVA, June 10 (J.T.). — His 
Highness Crown Prince Hassan 
today proposed the establish- 
ment of a new international 
body to channel money and 
resources from labour-import- 
ing countries to labour-export- 
ing ones such as Jordan. 

hi his address to the 63rd 
annual meeting of the Interna- 
tional Labour Organisation 
(ILO) this morning. Prince 
Hassan suggested the establi- 
shment of an international la- 
bour compensatory facility, 
whose aim would be to draw 
resources from the labour-im- 
porting nations and ehawnpi 
them into “developing labour- 
exporting countries in propor- 
tions relative to the estimated 
cost incurred due to the loss 
of labour.” 

He told the assembled dele- 
gates from 135 nations : “The 
time has come to give labour

exports tbe attention and con- 
sideration traditionally accord- 
ed to capital transfers. In order 
to do this, there is need for an 
international agreement on tbe 
movement of labour whereby 
proper remuneration and treat- 
ment are ensured.” 

He went on to say that 
“through such an agreement, 
the flow of labour could be 
regulated in a manner compa- 
tible with tbe interest of con- 
tributing and recipient coun- 
tries. It would also ensure that 
labour contracts are drafted so 
as to. include minimum decent 

tr eatm ent, wages and securi- 
ty. What I have just said na- 
turally applies equally to tbe 
out-flow of highly skilled la- 
bour. The familiar phenome- 
non of brain drain must be 
harnessed, regulated and con- 
trolled if we are to keep deve- 
loping countries from becom- 
ing anaemic economically, so- 
cially, and intellectually.” 

Crown Prince Hassan also 
issued a diplomatically worded 
and veiled suggestion that the 
United States remain a mem- 
ber of toe ILO. He said : “No 
country, however big or small, 
should treat them (internatio- 
nal organisations such as tbe 
ILO) as peripheral to its vital 
interests or neglect them be- 
cause they might not seem to 
serve as useful adjuncts to na- 
tional policies." 

He also touched on the Arab- 
Israeli conflict by noting that 
Jordan has repeatedly said that 
it seeks a “peaceful settlement 
of the Middle East crisis on the 
basis of a complete Israeli wi- 


thdrawal from occupied, territo- 
ries and the restoration of the 
legitimate rights of tbe Pales- 
tinian people. However, until 
that stage is reached, we seek 
the support and understanding 
of all concerned for ameliorat- 
ing tbe conditions of Arab la- 
bourers in the occupied terri- 
tories.” 

In a press conference after 
his speech, Prince Hassan said 
bis suggestion to establish the 
international labour compensa- 
tory facility is an idea that the 
ILO and otber specialised in- 
ternational agencies “can carry 
further down the line.” 

He said regional groupings 


and bilateral contacts between 
states remain as strong altern- 
atives to the kinds of results 
achieved in global talks or the 
international technical agenci- 
es, but that it was up to the 
technical organisations such as 
toe ILO to help toe develop- 
ing states in these bilateral or 
regional efforts. 

He thought that the political 
questions being raised in so- 
me international agencies are 
of a “second nature" to the 
technical work, and stressed 
that the technical work that 
gets done by such groups as 
the ILO is of vital and real im- 
portance to the world. 


Likud starts talks to 
form new government 


TEL AVIV, June 10 (AFP). — 
Negotiations to form a new Is- 
raeli government began today 
with policy differences over 
the occupied West Bank, the 
major stumbling block. 

Prime Minister-designate Me- 
nachem Begin announced that 
his rightist Likud bloc would 
allocate 10 days to the talks 
on ironing out the differences 
with the Democratic Movement 
for Change (DMC), which wo- 
uld be a key partner in the 
proposed coalition. 

The Likud today detailed its 
position in response to a 10- 
point statement put forward 
by the DMC. calling for policy 
on the West Bank to be left 
unchanged from toe way it 
was under toe outgoing gover- 
nment of Prime Minister Yit- 
zhak Rabin. 

Tbe Likud bloc said that a 
Begin government would be 
ready to discuss a peace sett- 
lement with the Arab countr- 
ies either directly or indirectly 
and with “no pre-conditions 
whatsoever”. 

“Each of the parties (to any 
future peace talks) will be 
free to submit suggestions or 
proposals on this or that ques- 
tion, every problem being neg- 
otiable". 

Political observers took tbe 
last phrase as a major con- 
cession to the DMC, which op- 
poses any change in the sta- 
tus of the West Bank while 
there is still hope of a peace 
settlement. 

But the text made no bones 
that toe Likud considered the 


West Bank part and parcel of 
Israeli territory. "The Jewish 
people possess an historic, et- 
ernal and inalienable right to 
Eretz Israel,” it said, using the 
biblical term for a land of Is- 
rael including toe West Bank. 

It said toe government wo- 
uld “map out, execute and en- 
courage Jewish settlements, 
urban and rural, on all of the 
territory of toe historic father- 
land, in conformity with Zi- 
onist objectives and the coun- 
try’s defense needs". 

The observers pointed out 
that the text represented an 
attempt to bridge the gap with 
the DMC without opening up 
any new. rift with the ultraor- 
thodox religious parties on 
Mr. Begin ’s right. 

Yesterday, the Council of 
Torah Sages authorised the 
strict Agudat Israel Party to 
sign an agreement to support 
Mr. Beg in’s proposed coalition, 
but not to accept cabinet po- 
sts. 

That decision guaranteed Mr. 
Begin at least 61 seats, a two- 
vote majority in the 120-seat 
Knesset (parliament). 

Meanwhile Defence Minister 
Shimon Peres said today he ex- 
pected difficulties in future re- 
lations between Israel and the 
Unfced States, Israel Radio re- 
poxted. 

Mr. Peres told a radio inter- 
viewer after a cabinet meeting 
on security affairs that any 
change in American policies 
towards Israel could not be 
attributed to last month’s ge- 
neral elections which brought 
the rightwing Likud bloc to 
power. 


Congress passes bill 
against Arab boycott 


WASHINGTON, June 10 (R). - 
Congress gave final approval 
today to legislation prohibit- 
ing U.S. firms from complying 
with tbe Arab trade boycott 
against Israel. 

The measure swept through 
the House of Representatives 
and was sent to President 
Carter to sign into law. 

The bill would also prohibit 
exports of Alaskan oQ to Ja- 
pan for two years unless Pre- 
sident Carter declares that the 
exported oil would not reduce 
domestic supplies or raise U.S. 
prices. 

The major provisions of the 
bill are aimed at preventing 
U.S. companies from agreeing 
to anti-Israeli conditions in or- 
der to do business with Arab 
countries. 

Once signed into law, the 


bill would bar U.S. businesses 
from knowingly agreeing to 
support the Arab boycott.: Of- 
fenders could lose their U.S. 
export licences. 

The legislation gives U.S. 
companies with existing con- 
tracts with Arab countries un- 
til the end of 1978 to renego- 
tiate their' agreements and co- 
mply with the law. 

Americans specifically would 
be prohibited from agreeing to 
refuse to do business with Is- 
rael and from boycotting other 
American firms that do carry 
on business with Israel, in or- 
der to win Arab contracts. 

The prohibition against Ala- 
skan oil shipments to Japan is 
designed to keep the new oa 
from Alaska within U.S. con- 
trol, because tbe United States 
is facing a growing energy 
shortage.

Open invitation 
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Misguided act ? 

It would be nice to think that a misguided 
application of anti-discriminatory measures was 
responsible for the final approval given by the U.S. 
Congress to the bill banning American firms from 
complying with the Arab boycott of Israel. It is more 
likely, however, that credit must go to the powerful 
pro-Israeli lobby for engineering a conflict between 
the United States and the Arab World at a time that 
is embarrassing for President Carter. 

If the American president signs the bill he will 
be alienating the Arabs and souring the excellent 
trade relations between bis country and the Arab 
World. If and when he later comes to apply pressure 
on the new leaders of Israel to climb down from the*r 
super-hawkish stand, he will have both his flanks 
exposed and could end up alienating both parties 
to the Mideast conflict, thereby severely undermining 
his role as a peace-broker. President Carter will be 
in the unenviable position of launching bis peace ini- 
tiative with his hands tied behind his back. 

The anti-boycott bill smacks too much of the tra- 
ditional derailing tactics employed by Israel and its 
supporters in the United States. As the boycott issue 
comes to occupy centre stage, the slow awakening 
of American public opinion to a belated realisation 
of Israel's intransigence will be nipped in the bud. 

The United States has itself applied boycotts on 
other nations in the past and must realise that at 
times the measure is necessary and justified. The 
Arab boycott of Israel is not only justified but could 
prove quite effective against the ailing Israeli econo- 
my. Why should the Americans come to Israel’s aid 
at this point when they should be putting pressure on 
it themselves to protect the very same trade relations 
and cooperation they are souring with this act ? Why 
should they fight Israel’s economic war ? 

Of course the measure could backfire as Ameri- 
cans discover that they are losing money and com- 
pounding their unemployment problems to help Israel 
evade the concessions necessary for peace. But that 
will take time, and time is a scarce commodity in the 
Middle East. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY

The paper thinks 
that any kind of Israeli cabinet 
should not affect the Arabs 
nor cause them to react. 

The paper said that an Is- 
raeli cabinet formed by the 
Likud or a national coalition 
does not affect the Arabs. The 
Arabs act on the belief that 
they shape their own destiny. 
The paper continued that Ge- 
neral Gncr's pompous stateme- 
nts only emphasise Israelis ag- 
gressive intentions. These in- 
tentions are known and fully 
understood by the Arabs. The 
Arabs must take the initiative 
ro let ihe whole world know 
Israel's intentions. World pub- 
lic opinion must realise how 
much Israel's leadership fears 
peace. 

Without a doubt, Israel faces 
isolation due to its ambitions 
and expansionist policy. The 
paper adds that fbr Israel to 
get out of this isolation it mi- 
ght reson to an “adventure". 
The paper does not explain 
what kind of an "adventure" 
but it is assumed that it is a 
military one. The paper adds 
that Arab calculations take in- 
to account such a possible “ad- 
venture”. 

For several years Israel has 
deluded the world with its pea- 
ce statements; a “ peace ” now 
hated by Israel. And now its 
delusions are known even to 
the U.S. 

It appears that Israel's mass 
media bustle, at present, and 
the threats by the military 


are intended to sabotage Car- 
ter’s peace efforts. 

The paper concludes that Is- 
rael can no longer make the 
Arabs act the way it wants 
i.e on the basis that Israel is 
the one who acts and the Ara- 
bs are the ones who react It is 
dear now the Arabs can act 
according to objective calcu- 
lations which enable them to 
progress towards peace. 

A1 Akhbar in an editorial 
entitled “Swimming pools are 
a necessity” commented on ob- 
jections are commonplace in 
pools in Amman in a time of 
water crisis. The paper said 
that objections to having swi- 
mming pools are not valid. It 
is sad to find that these ob- 
jections are commonplace in 
alt talks concerning "the sum- 
mer and water.” 

The fact is that swimming 
pools do not require more wa- 
ter than that which is used 
for washing a car. With the 
system of water filtration the 
pool keeps reusing the same 
water though losing on unkno- 
wn amount through evapora- 
tion. 

Swimming pools are a ne- 
cessity and not a luxury. The 
paper calls for maintaining 
swimming pools in all parts of 
the capital, towns and villages. 
Swimming should be part of 
the school curriculum in Jor- 
dan. The paper wonders though 
who is responsible for includ- 
ing it in the curriculum; whe- 
ther it is the Ministry of Edu- 
cation, or the Ministry of Cul- 
ture and Youth or the respon- 
sibility of the municipalities or 
all of them together. 

The paper adds that it is not 
going to cite the advantages of 
swimming and that it is not 

important to convince others 

of the advantages; what is im- 
portant is to communaliSe sw- 
imming pools. 

The paper sarcastically adds 
that this should not be done 
at the expense of water used 
for drinking or cleaning but at 
the expense of water wasted 
through pipeline damages. 
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Hassan urges setting up International 
Compensatory Facility in ILO conference speech 

Editor's note: The following is the fuD test of the speech 
delivered by His Highness Crown Prince Hassan at the 
63rd annual meeting of the International Labour Orga- 
nisation in Geneva on June 10th. 




Mr. Chairman, Mr. Director- 
General, Distinguished 
Delegates, 

I deem it an honour for 
my country and a privilege 
for me to be given the oppor- 
tunity to address this con- 
ference. I should like, there- 
fore, to express, first of all, 
my deep gratitude for the 
kind invitation extended to me 
by Mr. Blanchard. In a way, the 
International Labour Conferen- 
ce is the annual manifestation 
of the common will of the in- 
ternational community to pro- 
mote human welfare in the field 
of labour and employment and 
to strengthen the ties of inter- 
dependence that bind together 
all states, big and small, in to- 
day’s world. To speak about the 
hopes and aspirations of the pe- 
ople of Jordan and to share with 
you our thinking on issues whi- 
ch are the subject of your de- 
liberations would, therefore, be 
to fulfil the purpose of this 
gathering. 

During recent years, in for- 
ums inside and outside the Un- 
ited Nations system, sustained 
efforts have been made for a 
meaningful dialogue between 
the developing and the develop- 
ed nations. Seldom in recent 
history has the urgency of such 
a dialogue been felt ‘as acutely 
as during the last few years. 
The tripartite structure of ILO 
lends itself, in a unique wav, to 
the promotion of such a dialo- 
gue. 

Manv years ago. Bertrand Ru- 
ssell. in an essav which he ap- 
propriately entitled “The Need 
for Political Scepticism”, wrote 
what is still true tndav and I 
quote: “ . . . international finan- 
ce and international labour, if 
thev could overcome their mu- 
tual distrust, could at this mo- 
ment aeree on a programme 
which would take the national 
parliaments several years to 
rarrv nut and would itnnrove 
the world immeasurably." 

And he concluded: “Knowled- 
ge exists, and goodwill exists: 
but both remain impotent until 
thev possess the proper organs 
for making themselves heard.” 
Mr. Chairman, 

I think that although times 
have evolved and the context 
is different. ILO continues to 
have the canacity to be one of 
such organs. T am certain that 
what will be said here in- this 
conference will be heard if it re- 
presents the consensus of the 
international community to im- 
prove the lot of man. 

The record of ILO for over 
half a century is one of the most 
distinguished. Having become 
'operational’ even hefore the Le- 
ague of Nations, this organisa- 
tion practicallv pioneered multi- 
lateral technical assistance. Tn 
fact .the term technical assis- 
tance’ annpared in an TLO re- 
port already in 1920 and I 
understand that it was Albert 
Thomas himself who intmrturpd 
it into the reunrt. Much has 
changed in terms of global poli- 
tics and policies since those 
times, but. sadly enough, manv 
of the human problems such 
as poverty, hunger, and unemn- 
lovment have remained much 
the same. 

More than thirty veqra apn. in 
a similar Labour Conference, 
held in Philadelphia, the inter- 


national community 4n unison, 
declared that: “Poverty any- 
where constitutes a danger to 
prosperity everywhere.” 

Today we fed the poignant 
truth underlying this statement 
more than ever before since we 
are becoming increasingly awa- 
re of the hazards of confron- 
tation between poverty and 
prosperity and the fragility of 
the dialogue between the south 
and the north. 

In a world full of conflicting 
interests, it is easy to fall prey 
to pessimism. There is ail the 
more need, therefore, to stren- 
gthen our faith in the value of 
international organisations such 
as ILO. No country, however 
big or small, should treat them 
as peripheral to its vital inte- 
rests or neglect them because 
they might not seem to serve 
as useful adjuncts to national 
policies. Universality both in 
terms of membership and finan- 
cial or political support is es- 
sential for an international or- 
ganisation to be effective and 
fulfil adequately its mission. Ne- 
ither internal conflicts nor 
differences between nations 
should be aliowed to adversely 
affect this universal character. 
I hnoe and trust that ILO will 
continue to enioy the universal 
support that it needs and de- 
serves. 

Mr. Chairman, 

I have stressed the importan- 
ce of the role of ILO because, 
through years of experience, 
we. in Jordan, have learnt to 
appreciate this organisation as 
a valuable partner in our deve- 
lopment efforts. 

It has provided useful expert 
advice and I would like here 
to record our deep gratitude for 
it. With ILO's assistance we are 
also in the process of elaborat- 
ing a new all-encompassing so- 
cial contract to further promote 
human welfare at all levels of 
the population. New legislation 
relating to all aspects of social 
security is now at an advanced 
stage of preparation. When co- 
mpleted, it should enable Jor- 
dan to accede to a number of 
ILO conventions and thus bring 
us closer, in several domains, 
to international standards. Al- 
ready, to the greatest possible 1 
extent, we are practising the 
tripartite nrincinle and thus 
Following the TLO pattern. Tn a 
regular manner, the representa- 
tives of labour, the employers 
and the government get to- 
gether to solve problems of co- 
mmon concern. Similarly, the 
problems of industry are not 
left exclusively in the hands of 
industrialists and the monopoly 
of the decision-making process 
is broken bv direct involve- 
ment of labour in all matters 
of direct concern to it. 

In its work. ILO has address- 
ed itself tn some of the most 
critical and fundamental sectors 
in the context of the New Inter- 
national Economic Order which 
all nations, big and small, are 
todav trving to promote. I am 
sure I will be sneaking not only 
on behalf of the Arab World, 
but also the whole membership 
of this organisation when 1 sav 
that the efforts made under the 
ausnrees of TLO in this regard 
are not only necessary but a 
sine qua non for the improve- 
ment of the overall situation of 


today's troubled world. The 
most significant aspect of ELG s 
work is that it is exclusively 
addressed to man and not to 
machine. No serious economic 
planner can today neglect the 
fundamental position of human 
resources in any economic sche- 
me. In the context of Jordan's 
economic plans. His Majesty 
King Hussein has consisteniy as- 
serted that “Man is the cen- 
tre of gravity in our develop- 
ment efforts. He is the agent 
of development and be is the 
beneficiary." 

In the domain of development 
economics, I believe that what 
applies to my country is rele- 
vant to a significant degree to 
other developing countries. It 
is the opportunity of exchanging 
views and sharing our experi- 
ences with others which enhan- 
ces the value of a conference 
such as this. I, therefore, pro- 
pose to briefly describe the 
problems that we in Jordan face 
and the aspirations that we nur- 
ture. 

Both geographically and poli- 
tically, as well as in its econo- 
mic and social structure, Jordan 
has a rather unique position. 
We have never had the time to 
stereotype ourselves and our so- 
cial achievements, under a par- 
ticular slogan. The reason for 
this has probably also been that 
our central location to the dem- 
o graphic unheavais caused 
thrice by war in the Middle 
East, has made our political 
role a demanding one. We rea- 
lised that to survive, our re- 
sources had to be equated more 
realistically to the role expected 
of us. Psychologically, it was a 
cruel blow to the economists 
and planners that, although our 
real growth rate of seven per 
cent had been one of the wor- 
ld’s finest nrior to 1967, war 
and destruction had once again 
triumphed. 

It may be easy to hypothesi- 
ze that prosperity would natu- 
rally follow the peace that has 
eluded our area for so long. 
Yer, living year-after-vear in 
an atmosphere of uncertainty 
and unrest, we came to realise 
that prosperity through econo- 
mic development would not fol- 
low the advent of peace, but 
should appropriately be the for- 
erunner of iL 'Since war first 
begins in the minds of men', 
we directed our efforts to giving 
our people, through social wel- 
fare . and economic develop- 
ment; that peace of mind which 
the'; international community 
expects of us when calling upon 
us to resolve our regional dif- 
ferences. This is why we tried 
to parallel the Development 
Decade with one of our own 
and which, during the first Dev- 
elopment Plan ending in 1975, 
attracted the sizeable invest- 
ments that we had envisaged, 
as the ground work for our 
current Five-Year Plan. 

I do not wish to belabour the 
political aspects of the situation 
now prevailing in the area. 
There are certain aspects how- 
ever, which are of direct rele- 
vance to the work of ILO and 
which deserve to be briefly 
mentioned. Like the overwhelm- 
ing maiority of nations repre- 
sented here, we, in Jordan, are 
very concerned about the oc- 
cupied territories and the lab- 
our conditions therein. We 
realise the difficulty and. indeed, 
the undesirability of promoting 
Piecemeal solutions and feel 
that, in the final analvsis, the 
resolving of the problem of 
labour conditions in the occupi- 
ed territories lies first and 


foremost in a just and durable 
settlement of the Arab- Israeli 
confrontation. His Majesty King 
Hussein has reiterated time and 
again that like the other Arab 
states, we seek a peaceful set- 
tlement of the Middle East 
crisis on the basis of a com- 
plete Israeli withdrawal from 
occupied territories and the re- 
storation of the legitimate rights 
of the Palestinian people. How- 
ever, until that stage is reach- 
ed. we seek the support and 
understanding of all concerned 
for ameliorating the conditions 
of Arab labourers in the occu- 
pied territories. 

Despite the political and de- 
’ mo graphic handicaps too well 
known for me to dwell upon 
here, Jordan was able to forge 
ahead its development efforts 
and 1 am glad to be able to say 
that since the inception of the 
previous development plan, we 
doubled our per capita income 
in current terms. Unfortunate- 
ly, this progress brought along 
its own dilemma: while it re- 
duced, on the one hand, our 
eligbility for soft financing 
from institutions such as the 
World Bank, its benefits in real 
terms, were, on the other hand, 
nullified by inflationary pres- 
sures. Obviously, the uncom- 
fortable position of “running 
faster in order to remain at 
the same place,” which is the 
fate of many developing coun- 
tries, needs some redressing on 
the part of those who have 
the means to do so. 

The unhealthy economic and 
social effects of inflation are 
well known and I would not 
wish to go into details except 
insofar as the labour market 
was affected by it. Obviously, 
inflationary pressures brought 
real wages below nominal level. 
Our ability to compensate our 
workers for the loss was con- 
strained by our limited resou- 
rces. Under the mounting pres- 
sure of rising costs of living, 
workers were easily lured by 
lucrative salaries abroad. Un- 
able to resist the temptation, 
skilled and semi-skilled work- 
ers continued to leave the cou- 
ntry. This labour drain reversed 
thr traditional picture, and we 
found ourselves m Jordan in 
dire need of labour, compared 
with our previous surplus. This 
shortage of necessary skills had 
its impact in turn on our abi- 
lity to implement our develop- 
ment plnaa. In order to Illust- 
rate the extent of migration in 
Jordan, I need cite just one 
figure: it is estimated that one- 
rhird of Jordan's labour force 
is currently employed outside 
the country. 

Additionally, the consequen- 
ces of labour shortages are 
pot confined to higher wages, 
piey are causinig a massive 
internal migration movement 
from rural to urban centres. 
Differences in income and ser- 
vices between these two sec- 
tors is emptying our villages 
and rural areas and overcrow- 
ding our cities. Greater Am- ■ 
man now hosts more that fifty 
per cent of Jordan's popula- 
tion. As is well known .such 
& population distribution cau- 
ses agricultural output to de- 
generate and imposes severe 
social and service constraints 
in large cities. This situation 
is clearly inimical to our prin- 
cipal development objectives. 

When our Five-Year Plan 
(I976-I9SQ) was elaborated, all 
these parameters were fully bo- 
rne in mind. While planning to 
attain a real growth rate of 


twelve per cent per annum, we 
also tried in the plan to seek 
equitable distribution of inco- 
me and services on individual 
and geographic levels. This led 
to a two-pronged dilemma wh- 
icl is probably found in most 
small developing countries. If 
we give priority to directly pr- 
oductive ventures, our social 
balance may be jeopardised. 
On the other hand, if we con- 
centrate cm responding to em- 
erging social problems, we sh- 
all have little resources to imp- 
rove our productive means. Ec- 
onomic theorists may const- 
ruct elegant models revealing 
a utopian solution, or may 
engage in lofty arguments over 
the choice between balanced 
versus unbalanced growth. The 
bard facts of life may not coin- 
cide with all that theorisation. 
We are trying to improve our 
productive capacities and ma- 
intain an equitable distribution 
picture. The two goals cannot 
be- incompatible in our plan- 
ning and implementation hori- 
zons. This, however, does not 
nullify the existence of a trade- 
off between the two, and our 
search for the optimum com- 
bination has never ceased. To 
arrive at this satisfactory point, 
we are utilising our most pre- 
cious factor of development, 
namely: man. 

This attiude was warranted 
not only by philanthropic mo- 
tives, but by the facts of life 
which make our economy. Be- 
sides the fundamental role of 
human resources inside the co- 
untry and one-third of the la- 
bour-force outside, there are 
more than 35.000 Jordanian st- 
udents attending colleges out- 
side Jordan, excluding the 
7,000 inside Jordan. The role of 
Jordanian women is being st- 
rongly emphasised in other 
than traditional fields. Our sk- 
illed and highly educated citi- 
zens are actively contributing 
to the development of neigh- 
bouring Arab countries. 

It would be relevant to men- 
tion at this juncture that our 
esteem for human efforts ste- 
ms from our religious heritage; 
a heritage which derives much 
of its essence from the great 
religions of the world which 
are cradled in the Middle East. 
Islam, as a way of life, rather 
than a leliglon, introduced a 
new equilibrium in society. It 
emerged at a time when man’s 
dignity was at a low ebb, and 
it elevated him to a place wo- 
rthy of him. Fourteen centu- 
ries ago the Prophet Moham- 
med preached human rights, 
and abhorred discrimination 
among human beings. It was 
he who insisted on the pay. 
ment of real wages, equal to 
the effort exerted, and empha- 
sised the work ethic. Islam int- 
roduced and promoted the con- 
cept of social security, adding 
thus an important dimension 
to the harmonious developme- 
nt of society. 

With our confirmed belief 
that man’s well-being and per- 
formance are interdependent 
factors, we, in Jordan are try- 
ing to promote the welfare of 
our people. There is, of cou- 
rse, still a discrepancy betwe- 
en our goals and the actual 
performance but we hope to 
overcome it through purposeful 
efforts, particularly if we are 
aided by the necessary support 
of the international communi- 
ty. It is not charity that we 
ask for, but solid objective aid 
that would assist us in con- 
tinuing with our positive role 
as a stabilising force both at 
regional and international level. 


Like many countries repre- 
sented here. Jordan is poor in 
natural resources but rich in 
human resources. Since the pr- 
imary resource of my country 
is the human element, our pla- 
nners have naturally had to 
pay considerable attention to 
this important factor in nation- 
al development. We feel that 
there is a pressing need for a 
set of formulae to be elabora- 
ted and adopted at a univer- 
sal level in order to ensure 
that the terms of trade bet- 
ween capita! and labour do not 
degenerate further in favour 
o T capital. Unless this imbala- 
nce in terms of returns is dis- 
couraged, the gap between the 
rich and poor countries is bo- 
und to further widen and may, 
in the foreseeable future, reach 
intolerable limits. 

It Is hardly necessary for 
me to emphasise here the ob- 
vious fact that labour is at 
least as important a factor of 
production as capital. It is be- 
coming increasingly clear to 
planners around the world that 
man is the 'primary develop- 
ment factor and capital occu- 
pies a secondary position. The 
issue is fortified if one looks 
a< the cost incurred in pre- 
paring capable human beings 
and that of accruing capital. 
In many developing countries, 
qualified labour is getting to be 
in chronically short supply. 
Thus, economic conditions sh- 
ould be, but are not, tipping 
the exchange rate between la- 
bour and capital in favour of 
labour. The world at large still 
discriminates between labour 
and capital exports. The time 
has come to give labour ex- 
ports the attention and consi- 
deration traditionally accorded 
tr capital transfers. In order 
to do this, there is need for 
an international agreement on 
the movement of labour where- 
by proper remuneration and 
treatment are ensured. This li- 
nks up most appropriately with 
the current international con- 
cern over the issues of human 
rights and further commits us 
t r the fundamental principles 
defined and promoted by ILO. 
Through such an agreement, 
the flow of labour could be 
regulated in a manner compa- 
tible with the interest of cont- 
ributing and recipient count- 
ries. It would also ensure that 
labour contracts are drafted so 
as to include minimum decent 
treatment, wages, and security. 
What I have just said naturally 
applies equally to the out-flow 
of highly skilled labour. The 
familiar phenomenon of brain 
drain must be harnessed, reg- 
ulated and controlled if we are 
to keep developing countries 
from becoming anaemic eco- 
nomically, socially, and intelle- 
ctually. 

In this over-all context, I 
would also like to propose the 
establishment of an Internati- 
onal Labour Compensatory Fa- 
cility (LL.GF.). It could be 
elaborated along the lines of 
the Trust Fund for Compensa- 
tory Facilities of the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund. The pro- 
posed facility would draw its

The sound of a piano fills 
the house The same melody 
is played over and over a gain.

Also, the royal 
palace has to keep a perspect- 
ive that goes beyond daily poli- 
tics and, of course, being close 
to the King is a very heavy 
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responsibility. You always have 
to maintain a sense of integri- 
ty, impartiality and honesty. 
You are in direct service to the 
King. 

"It is a 24 hour job, which 
requires continuous attention 
and availability, but like in any 
other responsible position, the- 
re are hours of work and hours 
of rest”

“I don’t seem to find the 
hours of rest,” Leila Sharaf re- 
plies smiling broadly. 

Sharif Abdul Hamid’s wife, 
Leila -- bom in Najjar in Le- 
banon - - is also an openmind- 
ed woman who reads a lot.

Very tittle time is left for 
the various hobbies that Sharif 
Abdul Hamid Sharaf has: Re- 
ading, horse riding and paint- 
ing. He does beautiful sketches 
for his children and very im- 
pressive caricatures and por- 
traits. When be was at the 
U.N. he used to draw the spe- 
akers he was listening to dur- 
ing a session. He hopes one 
day to be able to practise one 
of his favourite sports in Am- 
man : Riding a bicycle. 

Non Fiction Literature ' 

As for his reading, he says: 

“I have passed, tike most pe- 
ople, through different phases. 
Among English authors, my fa- 
vourite at first was Bernard 
Shaw. Later I switched to 
non-fiction literature such as 
social and political studies and 
biographies. 

I don't think I have a fa- 
vourite Arab writer. During my 
younger days, I used to enjoy 
reading Gebran Khalil Gebran 
and the others like Tufik A1 
Hakim and Taha Hussein. Dur- 
ing the last 10 years I haven’t 
found a real good Arab book. 
It saddens me that, at the mo- 
ment, Arab literature is rather 
poor. But I believe we have 
good Arab poets, but no good 
social or even literary auth- 
ors. I have the feeling that in 
the coming 10 years there will 
be a cultural revival in the 
Arab World. 

Sharif SharaPs wife reads a 
lot too. She is also learning 
Spanish at the moment and 
practising the piano. During 
the eight years she spent in 
the U.S. she was extremely ac- 


tive both socially and intellec- 
tually. 

Now in Amman, she has 
joined the board of the Social 
Development Fund. She also 
helped to start an association, 
which is creating a national 
centre for cerebral paralysis. 

Sharif Abdul Hami d Sharaf 
was Ambassador in Washing- 
ton and at the UN. for 10 
years. What did he get from 
that experience abroad? 

*1 came to the conclusion 
that state and government are 
people and that diplomacy 
must be based on' frankness, 
directness and a clear defini- 
tion of aims. As an Arab, I 
feel that the Arabs have not 
made enough efforts to com- 
municate with all countries and 
people on different levels. Also 
one should not be so convin- 
ced of the justice of one’s ca- 
use to the point that one negle- 
cts to communicate one’s vie- 
ws, feelings and aspirations to 
others.” 

The Inner Strength 

of Jordan 

How does his country app- 
ear to him after his absence? 

“I think it is a country whi- 
ch has great inner strength, but 
which needs to build the ins- 
titutions and public psycholo- 
gy to express this timer stren- 
gth. I think Jordan has the 
potential to provide an 
example in the Arab World 
in terras of combining loyalty 
to tradition and openness to 
the world.” 

What does Sharif Abdul Ha- 
mid Sharaf like in life? 

“Beautiful things, intelligent 
people, intellectual activities, 


honest people, people who be- 
lieve in something, people who 
love their country, women who 
are not concerned only with 
appearence, children, music 
Feyruz, the powerful Jordanian 
sounds, light classical mu- 
sic — ” 

What does he hate ? 

“Hypocrisy, lack of moral 
courage, demagogues, preten- 
tion, dogmatism.” 

As a dreamer, what does the 
Chief of the .Royal Court wish 
to be? 

“X would have liked to be 
an architect or a movie dire- 
ctor.” 

Maybe he is p. frustrated ar- 
chitect. But in politics he is a 
very talented architect

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AID plan aims to meet 

basic needs of poor 


WASHINGTON. June 10 (Rl 
— The Carter administration 
today called for a re-directicn 
of Western foreign aid, to raise 
the living standards of the wo- 
rld's poorest peoples. 

The report outlined by Mr. 
John GHligan, Administrator 
of the U.S. Agency for Interna- 
tional Development (AID), pre- 
dicts that extreme poverty in 
the world could he eliminated 
within the next 15 to 25 years. 

The former Ohio governor 
said the rapid progress of many 
developing countries over the 
past 20 years had net led to 
an increase in living standards 
for the poorer half of their 
growing populations. 

This appears in India. Pakis- 
tan, Bangladesh, Indonesia, 
most of Africa and even Brazil, 
which has had the most drama- 
tic growth rata in Latin Ame- 
rica. 

Mr. Giiiigan said the new 
programme would facus on sa- 
tisfying the basic human needs 
of food, shelter, health and 
employment. 

It would stress in rum! areas 
significant land reforms, as ne- 
eded, including the developing 
of water and transportation.

Cuban sugar industry coaid 
be boosted substantially if 
U.S. lifted trade embargo 


NEW YORK. June 10 (R). — 
Cuba's sugar industry would 
get a substantial boost if the 
United States trade embargo 
was lifted, an American sugar 
industry official said yesterday. 

Plans to exchange diplomats 
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between Cuba and the U.S. 
were announced last week 
and congress has been dis- 
cussing relaxation of the trade 
embargo. 

An executive of a U.S. sugar 
Equipment Company who re- 
cently visited the island said 
Cuba badly needed to moder- 
nise its harvesting techniques. 

The official, who asked not 
to be named, said at least 65 
per cent of the Cuban crop 
was now cut by hand, and the 
country needed mechanical 
harvesters if it was to boost 
annual production from the 
current six million metric tons 
to its goal of eight million in 
three years. 

According to sugar brokers, 
Cuban barter deals with com- 
munist countries have led to 
a serious shortage of foreign 
exchange, making any major 
expansion of the industry im- 
possible. 


GENEVA. June 10 (AFP). — 
Natural rubber may be one of 
the few basis products on 
which agreement could be re- 
ached without too much dif- 
ficulty, thanks ro the produc- 
ing countries, observers at the 
rubber talks ending here to- 
day said. 

The negotiations took place 
in a favourable atmosphere, 
sources close to the United 
Nations Conference on Trace 
and Development (UNCTAD. 1 
sponsored meetings said. 

But another similar meet- 
ing probably in the autumn, 
will be necessary to prepare 
the negotiations for a possible 
international agreement to sta- 
bilise prices of this raw mate- 
rial, reliable sources said. 

A total of 33 consumer and 
producing countries have been 
taking part in the current 
talks. 

The producers, chiefly Mala- 
ysia, Indonesia, Thailand and 
Sri Lanka, concluded an agre- 
ement among themselves iast 
November which formed the 
foundation for wider inter- 
national arrangements. 

After cotton, natural rob- 
ber is the number two raw 
material exported by the dev- 
eloping countries. Its exports 
rose from 1,900,000 tons in 
1960 to 3.200.000 tons in 
1974. But natural rubber’s 
share of the world market fell 
from 74 per cent in 194S to 
33 per cent in 1974 because 
of expansion of the synthetic 
rubber industry. 

The real problem is not rival- 
ry between the two forms of 
rubber, but sudden fluctua- 
tions in prices. The price of 
natural rubber rose bv 43 per 
cent from 1972 to 1973 and 
then fell bv 25 per cent from 
1974 to 1975.

GENEVA, June 10 (R). — An 
International Labour Organisa- 
tion (ILO) committee yesterday 
placed Ethiopia on a “black 
list” of defaulting countries 
because it said a law permit- 
ting only one trade union brea- 
ched an ILO convention on wo- 
rkers’ freedom of association. 

A committee overseeing the 
application of ILO guidelines 
to governments and national 
authorities took the decision by 
vote after hearing a report 
from a “watchdog” group of 
experts on Ethiopia's trade un- 
ion legislation. 

The experts reported that 
Ethiopia's single-union law was 
contrary to provisions of the 
ILO convention that workers 
should have a free choice in 
joining organisations. 

Under the Ethiopian law pu- 
blic servants, managers and do- 
mestic employees did not have 


Tunisia, Libya 
take dispute 
to The Hague 


TUNIS, June 10 (AFP). — 
Tunisia and the Libyan Jama- 
hirya have agreed to take their 
dispute over rights to the con- 
tinental shelf in the Gulf of 
Gabes to the International 
Court of Justice in The Hag- 
ue, it was announced here to- 
day. 

The agreement follows ne- 
gotiations which began here 
Wednesday between Foreign 
Minister Habib Chatti and Lib- 
yan Foreign Minister Ali Ab- 
dul Sal am Tu reiki. Also taking 
part in the talks was Arab 
League Secretary-General . Ma- 
hmoud Riad. 

Mr. Chatti said this morn- 
ing, the agreement would be 
signed later today, and a com- 
munique would be published. 
Both he and Mr. Tu reiki said 
that the agreement had been 
made possible through the 
"political determination" of 
Tunisian President Bourguiba 
and Libyan leader Moammar 
Qadhafi to settle disagreements 
between their two countries 
and achieve stronger relations 
between the two "brother pe- 
oples". 

There have been a number 
of continental ■ shelf . crises 
through the years, especially 
since the abortive merger of 
the two countries in January 
1974. 

Tunisia suggested drawing a 
dividing line between their re- 
spective continental shelves 
but Col. Qadhafi. according to 
the Tunisians, considers it 
pointless to set up a new bor- 
der between two countries des- 
tined to unite.

Amin lashes out at 
Commonwealth heads 


LONDON. June 10 (R). — 
Radio Uganda .oday reported 
verbal attacks by President 
Idi Amin on two Common- 
wealth leaders after criticisms 
of the Ugandan leader had 
been voiced at the internation- 
al organisation's summit in 
London. 

The radio, monitored here, 
also identified as a Mr. Cullen 
the British national arrested in 
Uganda on spying charges. 

The broadcast said he was 
the former manager of a 
motor firm and later of the 
Uganda Transport Corpora- 
tion. 


Yesterday Radio Uganda 
quoted President Amin as say- 
ing the Briton would be exe- 
cuted by firing squad if con- 
victed by a military tribunal. 

One of the Kampala broad- 
casts today quoted President 
Amin as describing Zambian 
President Kenneth Kaunda as 
a mouthpiece for imperialists 
and Commonwealth Secretary 
General Shridath Ramphal as 
“a man of low calibre.” 

In Paris, the French gov- 
ernment today rejected Ugan- 
dan charges that its embassy 
in Kampala had been used by 
British subjects for subversive 


activities against the Ugan- 
dan regime. 


In its statement, the French 
government confirmed that 
Uganda had asked France to 
stop representing British inte- 
rests in Uganda, which it has 
been doing since London broke 
off relations with the Amin 
government last year. 

But the French Foreign Mi- 
nistry also said France “con- 
siders that it has in no way 
contravened international rules 
and regulations in the exer- 
cise of its representation of 
British interests In Uganda.” 


Pope condemns 


killing 


VATICAN CITY. June 10 
(R). — Pope Paul today stron- 
gly condemned yesterday’s as- 
sassination of the Turkish 
ambassador to the Vatican, 
and branded it as cowardly. 


The Ambassador, Mr. Karin 
Taha was shot by a man out- 
side his residence here yester- 
day and died later in hospital. 
He was the fourth Turkish 


diplomat to be assassinated in 
two years. 

In a telegram of condolence 
to Turkish President Fahri 
Koroturk, the Pope said: “We 
strongly deplore the act of 
violence” against Mr. Taha. 

In Istanbul, the Armenian 
Patriarch, Archbishop Shnorhk 
Caloustian, said today he did 
not believe the murder had 
been committed by Armenians. 


He said some secret organisa- 
tion other than Armenian un- 
derground groups was at work 
and using the name of Arme- 
nians to cover its traces. 

Italian police, meanwhile, 
were making inquiries among 
Armenians living in Rome 
and keeping a watch at border 
posts, ports and airports in 
case the g unman tried to leave 
the country. 


Dutch forces mi 
train to release hosts 



ASSEN. Netherlands. June i0 
(AFP). — There is a growing 
conviction here that the Dutch 
authorities will use force to 
end the nightmare being lived 
by the 51 train hostages near 
here. 


The authorities have given no 
recent indication on the state 
of negotiations with the South 
Moluccas gunmen. 

The belief that an attack on 
the train is fast becoming the 
only possible solution was ba- 
cked up when the authorities 
confirmed that they will not 
consult relatives of the hosta- 
ges before taking any armed 
action. 

Officials deny that any ulti- 
matum has been given either 
to the train gunmen or to th- 
ose holding four teachers in a 
nearby school, but they do re- 
cognise having told them that 
they can hope for no thin g in 
the negotiations. 

Reliable sources have reve- 
aled that everything has been 


prepared to storm the train if 
necessary and the authorities 
believe they can ‘ver-run the 
gunmen in 15 seconds. 

This figure was established 
in a dummy attack by marine 
commandos’ on a train a few 
days ago, the sources said. 

The exact whereabouts of 
the gunmen is known ail the 
time thanks to sophisticated li- 
stening and observation devic- 
es and railway officials have 
given details on the doors and 
the sheet metal sides and win- 
dows of the carriages. 

The gunmen hcve reported- 
ly chained up the doors, but 
they could still be burned open 
by laser beams, the sources 
said. 

The government is coming 
under increasing pressure to 
put an end to the affair and 
there is a growing belief that 
if it goes on much longer, the 
mental and physical dangers 
threatening the hostages will 
outweigh the dangers of stor- 
ming the train.

Tangshan: First eye-witness report on 
what remains of July’s horrible quake

TANGSHAN, China, June 10 
(R). — The rusting remains of 
a factory, a mangled fire- 
gutted train, a vast plain of 
rubble -- this is all that is left 
of Tangshan. 

Eleven months ago the 
world's worst earthquake in 
centuries killed three-quarters 
of a million people in and 
around this northern Chinese 
city. 

With the first foreign cor- 
respondents to view the ruins, 
I travelled here today by train 
from Peking, 160 kms. away. 

Scores of rebuilt villages 
and bridges, row upon row of 
fresh peasant-style burial mo- 
unds and occasional piles of 
rubble dotting green commune, 
fields do little to prepare the 
traveller for the horror of Tan- 
gshan, reminiscent of Hiroshi- 
ma after the bomb. 

The transition from rural 
near-normality to scenes of 
vast urban destruction is sw- 
ift and shocking. In contrast 


to surrounding towns and vil- 
lages, Tangshan has not been 
rebuilt. 

One minute the train is spe- 
eding by waving fields of whe- 
at the nest it is crawling thro- 
ugh a desert of rubble stretch- 
ing as far as the eye can see, 
across what used to be a city 
of one million people. 

Factories reduced to a maze 
of girders twisted into fantas- 
tic shapes flank the line. A 
sombre dirge replaces raucous 
revolutionary music from the 
train loudspeakers. 

No building, it seems, with- 
stood the huge shock that con- 
vulsed this city before dawn 
on July 28 or the destructive 
after-tremors that continued 
until last month. 

The surviving population 
live in suburban shelters 
constructed from rubble, sur- 
rounded by rubble. Horse carts 
and cyclists move along aven- 
ues flanked high with nibble. 

A haze of choking white 
dust whipped by a strong wind 
gave the impression of a gho- 
st-town. 


U.S. Republicans want special 
official appointed to probe 
charges of S. Korean bribes 


WASHINGTON, June 10 <R). 
— U.S. Republican Party lead- 
ers yesterday called on Presi- 
dent Carter to appoint a spe- 
cial prosecutor to investigate 
charges that South Korean ag- 
ents had bribed U.S. congress- 
men. 

But the White House sug- 
gested that Republicans were 
playing politics to embarrass 
President Carter and the De- 
mocratic majority in Congress. 

Presidential Press Secretary 
Jody Powell said Attorney Ge- 
neral Griffin Bell was conduct- 
ing an aggressive investigation 
into the allegations and appo- 
intment of a special prosecu- 
tor did not seem necessary. 

The Republicans said a spe- 
cial prosecutor on the bribery 
scandal should also investigate 


the activities into the United 
States of the Korean Central 
Intelligence Agency (KCIA). 

The demand for a full-scale 
inquiry came amid signs that 
congressional and Justice De- 
partment investigations of the 
allegations are widening. 

Sources on the House of 
Representatives ethics commit- 
tee said the panel decided on 
Wednesday to subpoena former 
Ford and Nixon administration 
officials. The sources declined 
to identify the officials or to 
say how many were to be sub- 
poenaed. 

Recent reports, however, 
have alleged that officials knew 
about the alleged bribery of 
congressmen by South Korean 
government agents but had 
kept quiet. 


Few passengers leave the 

tr ain at Tangshan. 

China never publicises disas- 
ters or publishes death tolls. 

Not until this year was it 

dear that Tan gshan WHS the 

world’s worst quake since 
1556. Then an estimated 
830,000 died in the hills of 
Shansi Province. 

Only by taking a train to the 
just-opened seaside resort of 
Peihtaiho were correspondents 
today able to spend a 15-minu- 
te stop here. Even then angry 
policemen tried to prevent pic- 
ture-taking. 

Away from the centre, a few 
factories appear to be operat- 
ing. Strange orange smoke bil- 
lows from a snapped-off chim- 
ney. 

Along one side of the partly- 
reconstructed station lie the 
battered remnants of a train 
that looks as if it had been 
hit by a giant karate chop. 

A wreath-maker displays his 
products, providing the only 
splash of bright colour in this 
landscape of desolation. 

For 70 kms. on either side 
of Tangshan every village has 
been or is being rebuilt New 
rail bridges replace the crum- 
bled originals and huge stores 
of bricks and cement line the 
track. 

Evidence of the intensity of 
the shock - - 82 on the open- 
ended Richter scale -- aboun- 
ds. Normally level fields are 
heaved into mounds and cra- 
ters. The way surface earth 
subsided into the Kailuan ccal 
mines, north of Tangshan, is 
clearly visible. 

Three of the pit heads ap- 
pear to be working but near- 
by coal trucks and twisted 
rails are scattered like toys 
down a hillside. 

Foreign seismologists were 
told recently by Chinese ex- 
perts in Peking, west of here, 
that the July 28 shock was 
like a huge jolt from below 
that knocked people up aga- 
inst their ceilings and left 
those outdoors clinging des- 
perately to swinging trees as 
the earth shook. 

To one who saw Tangshan 
this seemed no exaggeration. 


TORONTO. June 10 (RV — 
Canada’s biggest province, On- 
tario, voted yesterday for a 
new legislature after a six- 
week campaign in which the 
country’s future unity was st- 
ressed above local issues. 

The province returned the 
minority Progressive Conser- 
vative government to power, 
according to official election 
results. 

Premier William Davis wa- 
ged an aggressive campaign 
that frequently touched on the 
need for national unity -- a 
major issue since the victory 
of the separatist Parti Quebec- 
ois in neighbouring Quebec 
Province. 

Although elections in Cana- 
da’s 10 provinces often do not 
reflect national issues, Mr. 
Davis said during the current 
campaign that a strong Onta- 
rio was needed, to counter the 
possibility of a break-up of the 
country should French-speak- 
ing Quebec secede. 

In speech after speech, Mr. 
Davis vowed to make Ontario 


-- with 5.1 million people the 
largest of the provinces - - 
economically strong so that it 
could influence the debate on 
national unity. 

Mr. Davis’ Progressive Con- 
servatives were opposed by the 
New Democratic Party* - - a 
social democratic grouping -- 
and the Liberal Party-. 


Voting began today in parts 
of Bihar, Himachal Pradesh. Ra- 
jasthan, Nadhya Pradesh, Uttar 
Pradesh and Orissa. 


However, despite rising prices 
and signs of internal disunity 
the Janata Party is expected to 
win. fairly comfortably in all ex- 
cept two states - - West Bengal 
in the East and Tamil Nadu in 
the south. 


PEKING. June 10 (R). — Pre- 
sident Jaafar Nirasiri of Sudan 
left Peking today after a three- 
day state visit that established 
his country as a firm Chinese 
ally and stem Soviet critic. 

During his stay the two 
countries signed an agreement 
on economic and technical co- 
operation. The president sum- 
med up his talks as "positive, 
fruitful, sincere, clearly-orien- 
tated and constructive." 

In public speeches both sides 
attacked the Soviet Union with 
Nimeiri alluding to Moscow as 
“a merchant of death selling 
munitions at exhorbitant pri- 
ces." 

Sudan recently expelled So- 
viet military experts and the 

deterioration in its relations 
with the Kremlin was under- 
lined at a private meeting with 
Arab envoys. 


Reliable sources said the pr- 
esident told the envoys the 
Soviet Union was a neo-colo- 
nialist power which aimed to 
control the Third World. 

Chinese newspapers devoted 
pages to the Sudanese leader's 
visit and officials publicly con- 
gratulated him on his moves 
against Moscow. 

He was seen off from Peking 
Airport by Senior Vice Pre- 
mier U Hsien-Nien, China's nu- 
mber three leader, and flew 
to the central city of Chang, 
she on a brief sight-seeing tour. 

Meanwhile, the Sudanese 
news agency reported that the 
Soviet Ambassador, Mr. Felix 
Fedetov, left Khartoum to Mo- 
scow yesterday. Mr. Fedetov 
was recalled by the Kremlin 
following Sudan’s expulsion of 
9C Soviet military experts and 
about 40 diplomatic staff. 


875 named in Queen Elizabeth’s jubilee, birthday honours 


LONDON. June 10 (R). — 
Queen Elizabeth today honour- 
ed two current and two for- 
mer prime ministers who have 
all been her guests this week 
during her silver jubilee cele- 
brations. 

She made former Australian 
Prime Ministers Johr, Gorton 
and William McMahon Knights 
Grand Cross of the Order of 
Saint Michael and Saint Ge- 
orge and conferred a knight- 
hood on Grenada’s Prime 
Minister Eric Gairy and made 


New Zealand's Prime Minister 
Robert Muldoon a Member of 
the Order of Companions of 
Honour. 


Jupiter not a planet 
but a budding star, 
Soviet astronomers say 


MOSCOW, June 10 (R). — Soviet astronomers have derided 
that Jupiter is not a planet but a budding star, and predict It 
will flare up hi the distant future to become the errth’s second 
sun, the Soviet news agency Tass said yesterday. 

Research teams from Moscow, Leningrad and other centres 
swopped notes at a recent meeting in Leningrad and concluded 
that Jupiter, the biggest of the solar system’s nine planets, is 
radiating light and heat due to internal nuclear reactions simil a r 
to those which make the sun shine. 

They calculated that the mass and brightness of Jupiter wo- 
uld equal the sun’s and Intensity in three bQlkm years, 
Tass said. Its core temperature is Increasing and now equals 
300,000 degrees Kelvin. 

In 1974 the U.S. Pioneer II space probe showed that Jupiter, 
which is 1,300 times the size of the earth, gave out about 2.5 
times as much heat as it received from the sun. This led several 
scientists to conclude It was a dying star. 

But the Soviet scientists feel it is in fact flaring up, and its 
mass is steadily growing through the “capture” of comets, me- 
teors and space dust, Tass said. 

They did not predict the effects of Jupiter’s stardom upon 
the earth, but noted that the universe would, in three billion ye- 
ars, contain yet another twin-star system made up of the sun 
and Jupiter. 


They were in a list of pe- 
ople -- uncentroversial com- 
pared with some previous 
lists - - named in rhe Queen's 
Silver Jubilee and Birthday 
Honours. 

Ano t he r honour for the 
Commonwealth went to Sen. 
Reginald Withers. Vice Presi- 
dent of Australia’s Federal 
Executive Council, who was 
made a Privy Counsellor. 

The arts took a large share 
of the awards. 

A knighthood went to Peter 
Hall. D : rector of Britain's Na- 
tional Theatre, which barely a 
week ago was forced to close 
temporarily after an unofficial 
strike, costing £28,000 in reve- 
nue. 

The 47-year-old Mr. Hall, a 
.railway station-master's son, 
was only 28 when named 
director of the Shakespeare 
Memorial Theatre. As Na- 
tional Theatre head, he has 
faced criticism over high spen- 
ding and choice of plays. 

Sir John Gielgud, 73, vete- 
ran British actor who made 
his first appearance on stage 
in 1921 at London’s Old Vic, 
was created a Member of the 
O rder of the Companions of 
Honour. 

Also in the world of theatre, 
an honour went to Mr. Brian 
Rix, specialist in broad farce 
noted 'or habitually dropping 
his trousers on stage. 

But he was made a Coro- 
mandel of the British Empire 
(CBE) not for this talent but 
for his services to the handi- 
capped. 

In the field of music, rising 
young composer Richard Rod- 
ney Bennett won a CBE for 


the music of the film "Murder 
on the Orient Express”. 

A CBE also went to Mr. 
Frank Dunlop. Director of the 
Young Vic Theatre Company. 

In the realm of sport, which 
received a large number of 
awards, a knighthood was ccn- 
f erred or lean, laconic race- 
hose trainer .Mr. Buri Mur- 
less, winner of more than 
£2.500,000 in stakes over near- 
ly a quarter-century. 

’ Regarded as one of Britain's 
all-ume training greats, Mr. 
Murless handled three E;>sam 
Derbv winners - - Creoeflo in 
1957, ’ Si. Paddy in I960 and 
Royal Palace in 1967. 

He retired last year, having 
trained 1,430 winners, 19 of 
them in classic races. 

LL-CoI. Harry Lleweliyn, 
former British equestrian cha- 
mpion, also received a knight- 
hood. 

A CBE went to Mr. Dickie 
Jeeps, who played 24 times 
for England rugby teams bet- 
ween 1S5S anc 1962, winning 
acclaim as one of England’s 
best international scrum halv- 
es since World War U. 

Other sports awards went 
to veteran snooker player 
Fred Davis. Liverpool foot- 
ball manager Bob Paisley and 
ex-England player • 3emard 
Joy. All were made Officers 
of the Order of the British 
Empire (OBE). 

Named Members of the Or- 
der of the British Empire 
(MBE) were cricketer John 
Edrich, tennis player Roger 


Taylor and Liverpool's soccer 
piayer Tommy Smith. 

In journalism, a knighthood 
went to Mr. Edward Picker- 
ing. former Chairman of the 
mass-circulation Mirror Group 
of newspapers. 

In industry and commerce, 
Knighthoods included those 
awarded tc Mr. David Orr of 
Unilever and Mr. David Steel, 
Chairman of British Petro- 
leum Company. 

The awards totalled 875, 
mainly to people working out- 
side the iimelight. such as 
school principals, local offi- 
cials, family doctors, librari- 
ans and engineers. 

Last night Queen Elizabeth 
watched a huge firework dis- 
play over central London at 
the end of a day of pomp and 
pageantry on the River Tha- 
me’s in honour of her silver 
jubilee. 

She went to the top of a 
24-storey tower block beside 
the river along with other me- 
mbers of the royal family to 
watch the dazzling red, white 
and blue display. 

Thousands of people lined 
the river banks to see the spe- 
ctacle, just as they had earlier 
in the day when the Queen 
and Prince Philip travelled 
along the river by motor 
launch. 

The Queen went ashore to 
chat with some of the crowds 
and also met local dignitaries, 
unveiled two sculptures and 
collected several official and 
unofficial gifts.

resources principally from lab- 
our-importing countries, but in a 
spirit of solidarity and goodwill, 
other ILO members may contrib- 
ute to it. The accumulated resou- 
rces will be diverted to deve- 
loping labour-exporting coun- 
tries in proportions relative to 
the estimated cost incurred due 
to the loss of labour. I am cer- 
tain that if the win to carry 
out this proposal exists, a set 
o. operational formulae could 
be found to facilitate its per- 
formance. I believe that there 
is urgent need for a realistic 
approach to the problem of 
social unrest caused by the 
imbalance in the relationship 
between capital and labour, 
end which the present propo- 
sal is expected to alleviate. 

Similarly, it seems to me that 
it would be useful if, under the 
auspices of ILO, a study of the 
present conditions of life and 
work of migrant workers could 
be initiated. I am sure that 
such a study would not only 
be valuable to the labour im- 
porting and exporting countri- 
es. but might also help in the 
articulation and implementa- 
tion of global policies and sta- 
ndards In this regard. May I 
therefore propose that this con- 
ference look into the possibili- 
ties of following up on this 
matter. 


Mr. Chai rman, 


If is generally recognised 
that material development los- 


es its value if It is achieved at 
a high social cost The squalor 
ot suburbia, particularly in de- 
veloping countries and the sub- 
human living conditions of vast 
rural populations are too well 
known to be described here. 

ILO has, through the years, 
done valuable work In promot- 
ing ways and means of miti- 
gating social disequilibrium in 
developing countries and in im- 
pressing upon planners the fu- 
ndamental importance of social 
aspects of development as dis- 
tinguished from purely econo- 
mic aspects. The World Emp- 
loyment Conference last year 
paid considerable attention to 
this problem as is clear from 
the Declaration of Principles 
and the proposed Programme 
a* Action that emerged from 
it. 

* In the developing countries, 
planners are increasingly begi- 
nning to feel the crying need 
for the provision of basic so- 
cial services. However, with the 
current credit squeeze, projec- 
ts directly linked to social de- 
velopment are not receiving 
the required capital funds des- 
perately needed for their imp- 
lementation. When seeking fun- 
ds to execute such projects, 
one is constantly asked for 
feasibility proofs. However, as 
is well known, social projects 
are difficult to translate into 
clear cut profitable terms. 

Although capital donors are 
not unaware of the need for 
such projects, they are often re- 
luctant to finance then on the 
grounds that the projects are 


not self-liquidating. Obviously, 
the standards of living cannot 
be improved without these so- 
cial projects. A change in the 
attitude of capital exporters is, 
therefore, called for In this re- 
gard. I should like to point out 
here that although developing 
countries benefit from the ex- 
port of their surplus labour in 
terms of remittances, yet these 
remittances invariably result in 
an increased demand for impo- 
rted consumer rather than ca- 
pital products from industria- 
lised countries. 

In Jordan, we realised very 
early in our development plans 
that a dinar spent on social ser- 
vices had a much higher social 
return than a dinar spent on 
economically feasible projects. 
Having been closely associated 
with the development process, 
I was sometimes surprised to 
discover how relatively small 
amounts property spent on so- 
cial projects could improve co- 
nditions .at large. I would there- 
fore Suggest taht part of the 
funds from the proposed Inter- 
national Labour Compensatory 
Facility be used as soft loans 
tc participating developing co- 
untries for the purpose of pro- 
moting and financing social pr- 
ojects. For many developing 
countries, the benefits gained 
from such projects would not 
only lead to the amelioration 
of living conditions but would 
also help narrow the gap bet- 
ween rural and urban centres, 
thus eliminating one of the ma- 
jor causes of intersectorial mi- 
gration. 


Mr. Chairman, 


The expanding role of ILO 
in the field of technical co- 
operation; the success of the 
World Employment Conference 
resulting in the Declaration of 
Principles and the Programme 
of Action adopted by consen- 
sus; the identification of ‘basic 
needs’ and the promotion of 
ways and means to satisfy 
them; the elaboration of stra- 
tegies for eradicating mass po- 
verty and unemployment; all 
these elements indicate a trend 
in the evolution of ILO as an 
institution which we welcome 
and support. The tripartite co- 
nstituency of ILO is particu- 
larly suitable for constructive 
probing into some of the major 
problems facing the world in 
its search for a New Interna- 
tional Economic Order. The co- 
nclusions reached by the world 
community in the course of the 
special sessions of the General 
Assembly are being scrutinised 
for the purpose of practical 
implementation, in various for- 
ums inside and outside the 
U.N. framework. However, on 
its pqjt, ILO has a valuable 
role to play in our search for 
speedy and satisfactory solu- 
tions to various urgent prob- 
lems, and I am sure, we will 
not be found wanting in our 
support to ELO's efforts. 


In the over-all context of 
technical co-operation, the qu- 
estion of transfer of technolo- 
gy is of particular relevance 
and importance to a large ma- 


jority of nations represented 
at this conference. Although 
this question has been and con- 
tinues to be the central sub- 
ject of discussion in other rele- 
vant forums, may I be permit- 
ted to say here that we appla- 
ud the efforts of ILO to artic- 
ulate the problem of technical 
choice and Innovation for de- 
veloping countries, and to pro- 
mote the identification of ‘ap- 
propriate technology'. Basing 
myself on our experience in 
Jordan, I would like to empha- 
sise that our a ; m is not to 
imitate other people’s techno- 
logy: we need an appropriate 
technology able to meet our 
specific needs. Jordan is acti- 
vely evolving a national scien- 
ce policy which would hope- 
fully help narrow the gap bet- 
ween those seeking technolo- 
gical know-how and those rea- 
dy to offer it. Monopolising 
knowledge under whatever ra- 
tionalisation is a direct viola- 
tion of disciplined human re- 
lations. We realise that cons- 
cious and deliberate efforts are 
called for and we are glad that 
the resources of ILO are ava- 
ilable to us in these efforts. 

Resolution 3362 (S-VH) ado- 
pted by the Seventh Special 
Session of the General Assemb- 
ly called for “the creation of 
suitable indigenous technolo- 
gy”, the establishment of an 
international centre for the ex- 
change of technological infor- 
mation for the sharing of re- 
search findings relevant to de- 
veloping countries”, and “the 
establishment of an industrial 


technological information 
bank.” We would like to see 
ILO. in conjunction with 
UNCTAD, UNIDO, and other 
U.N. bodies concerned, promote 

the translation into reality of 
the ideas launched by the Ge- 
neral Assembly. For its part. 
Jordan stands ready to provide 
active support to any initiative 
that might be taken in this 
respect.
